could be settled. 
Wright said there had been “ab­ 
solutely no yielding” by either the 
union or the Philadelphia Trar. 
potation Co. (PTO on the no­ 
layoff clause which is the center 
of the dispute. 
Wright said the second session 
last night was devoted to dr 
cussion of work rules and not 
wages or the no-layoff clause 
which the union wants retained in 
any new contract for its 5.600 op­ 
erating 
and 
maintenance em­

In the meantime the township 
has put up lights and barricades 
to keep people away. 
Erwin saki a township engineer 
had made a check of the area 
ami reported the storm drain sys­ 
tem in good snape. “We don’t 
know what caused the cave-in, 
Erwin said, “and we won’t know 
till we can send men into the 
hole to see what’s down there.” 
3 Years Ago 
Milton Berkes, chairman of the 
township supervisors, said a Simi 
lar happening occurred t h r e e 
years ago, at Vermilion Drive 
and Village Lane—a block away 
from the present cave-in. 
The cause of that collapse, 
Berkes said, was improper tamp­ 
ing of the earth above the under* 
ground storm drain.

Berkes said a great many un­ 
derground springs exist in Ver­ 
milion Hill, any one of which 
could cause undermining.

Response Great, Blind Assn. Has Hope

County Association for the Blind’s 
financial difficulties was reveal­ 
ed in the Courier-Times last Fri­ 
day, the phone of Norman Ryan, 
director of the association’s Bris­ 
tol workshop, has hardly stopped 
ringing. 
Because the public response 
has been so great, two of the 12 
people laid off have been rehired 
on a part-time basis, Ryan said 
today One is blind. The other 
is sighted, doing a vital job that 
only a sighted person can do. 
When the others can be taken 
on again depends on how soon 
demand for Hie brooms made at 
the workshops in Bristol and 


Doylestown increases sufficiently, 
he said. 
Money Laser 
Although the sale of brooms 
produces a good income, it ac­ 
tually is a money loser. T he 
brooms are sold for less than 
they cost to make. However, the 
price to still above brooms made 
by private companies. Hie reason 
for the difference is that unfor­ 
tunately the blind workers can't 
compete with the normal worker. 
The board of directors (rf the 
blind association is still seeking 
new means to meet the group’s 
deficit so that it doesn't have to 
lay off workers.

Negotiations did 
not reach the point of financial 
considerations.

4,000 books were moved. The new 
location is on the first floor on 
the North Main Street side of the 
seven story structure. 
Recorder of Deeds W. Donald 
Heinemann said for ll years, 
since 1952, the Recorder of Deeds 
has been located in the Bucks 
County Office Building on Monu­ 
ment Square at Shewell Ave. and 
North Main St. The building was 
the former Hellyer Dpartment 
Store. 
Heinemann, who said the office 
has a staff of 21 persons, exi 
plained last year 23,000 papers, 
including deeds, mortgages and 
other documents, were handled 
and transcribed for posterity. 
“We are the sixth largest Re­ 
corder of Deeds Office in Penn­ 
sylvania based on population," 
said Heinemann, "and our real 
estate activity is the fourth larg­ 
est in Pennsylvania." 
Money-Saver 
Heinemann, showing the. new 
book racks, said the new system 
will save the taxpayers $48.20 on 
each book compared to a pre­ 
vious system used. Using a new' 
type of deed books. Heinemann 
said it is possible to place two 
of the reference volumes into 
each space. The books go back 
to 1684, being the first land re­ 
cordings made 
for 
public 
re­ 
search. 
Heinemann is proudest of the 
most modern innovation in his 
new quarters. It is a micro-film 
cabinet.

Some parts can 
be damaged by exposure to tem­ 
peratures encountered under such 
conditions. 
Television sets are ventilated to 
keep temperatures below maxi 
mum limits. If the openings are 
blocked, overheating and a fire 
may result. 
If a set begins to smoke, it 
should be disconnected immedi­ 
ately.
